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INTRODUCTION 



rilHIS edition of the Geneial Catalogue of Non-Graduates of 
-^ Williams College, prepared at the direction of the Trustees, 
is the first of its kind to be published at Williams. No extensive 
list of non-graduates has been compiled previously, although in 
the 1880 and 1886 issues of the General Catalogue, at the end of 
each class, the names of the non-graduates followed the record 
of the graduates, separated from it by a line. 

The class lists of the annual catalogues furnish the nucleus of 
this edition. Every effort has been made to collect data verifiable 
from official sources, and for this purpose catalogues of other 
colleges, student society catalogues, fraternity catalogues, alumni 
class reports, biographical and genealogical encyclopaedias, and 
army records have been thoroughly searched — this in addition 
to repeated letters sent to all living non-graduates whose ad- 
dresses are known. In fact all available sources of information 
have been examined and the results carefully verified. Yet the 
editor is conscious that the result at best is incomplete. 

The arrangement and plan is similar to the 1910 edition of 
the General Catalogue of Graduates. The abbreviations should 
require no explanation. The names of ordained ministers are 
printed in italics. The dates of the resident years are entered 
immediately after the name, followed by a semicolon. Dates with 
omitted figures are f requentiy due to the fact that men came to 
College after the catalogue was printed and did not stay until the 
next one appeared. Degrees of other colleges follow, arranged in 
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chronological order. The academic record including graduate- 
study and positions held in colleges, in the army, in the navy, and 
in civil and diplomatic service is then set forth. Membership of 
learned societies, as far as ascertained, is given. 

The names of non-graduates who have received honorary de- 
grees from the College are not included here but are inserted in 
the General Catalogue of Graduates. A name which appears in 
the annual catalogues in more than one class is recorded with the 
original list. In a few cases in which a name reappears after an 
interval, without sufficient identity, it has been repeated to avoid 
possible omissions. 

Thanks are due to the alumni, private individuals and to aca- 
demic and civil officials everywhere for their courteous responses 
to requests for information. Particular thanks are due to the 
members of the Library staff for their assistance in the clerical 
labor involved in compilation. The chief obligation of the editor, 
however, is to the zeal and interest of William T. R. Marvin, 
L. H. D., Class of 1864, whose wide acquaintance with Williams 
alumni has made him a source of information, suggestion and 
material help, which it is a pleasure to acknowledge. 

This catalogue aims to present in brief form the academic 
record of all non-graduates, but as most of the data here contained 
have been brought together for the first time from printed and 
manuscript records, many of which are conflicting, errors are un- 
avoidable. Corrections or additions to these entries are cordially 
requested. These should be sent to the College Library.
